To One’s Own 
Benefit 


Lacking a fu ll text, one cannot fu lly 
digest the statement issu ed by Pope Pau l 
VI on the development of peoples bu t the 
basic principle involved is clear from the 
wire service su mmaries of the message. 
That principle is that men do not live in 
the world by themselves, that the re­ 
sponsibility of people and nations extends 
throu ghou t the world. 
What often is not u nderstood is that 
the fu lfillment of that responsibility is to 
one’s own advantage 
as well as the advan­ 
tage of those to whom 
it is directed. The idea 
is not new nor is it 
highly complicated bu t it is often forgot­ 
ten in the stru ggle of the competitive and 
demanding environment in which we live. 
Life is not an easy thing u nder any cir­ 
cu mstances and its adversities have a 
tendency to narrow ou r thinking and warp 
ou r personalities. The greater ou r personal 
bu rden becomes, the more inw'ard w-e tend 
to look. The idea that charity begins at 
home has more than one meaning. 
It is you r primary obligation to make 
of you r own life the greatest su ccess pos­ 
sible. This means different things for dif­ 
ferent people becau se no two of u s are en­ 
dowed with the same assets, liabilities 
and potentialities. Thu s, ou r ambitions, too, 
are different from one person to the 
next. Therefore, making the most of you r 
life does not mean to achieve a certain 
income level, a certain social acceptance 
or a certain position of influ ence. 
It simply means, rather, that you not 
waste the time and talents with which you 
are gifted and that you are gu ided by fu nda­ 
mental principles of hu man decency and u n­ 
derstanding. Bu t in looking at o u r respon­ 
sibilities of self, we can easily come to over­ 
look the logical extension of this responsi­ 
bility to others. 


★ 
We can pu t ou rselves first bu t not 
alone. We can pu t ou r family ahead of 
others bu t not to the total exclu sion of 
the latter. This is the kind of thing spoken 
of by Pope Pau l in his latest message to 
the world. His emphasis was u pon what 
we might call the secondary natu re of in­ 
dividu al responsibility~the obligation to 
consider and take positive action to help 
others achieve the su ccess and meaning 
in life to which they are entitled. In doing 
this, the Pope rejected the idea that pri­ 
vate property and free commerce are ab­ 
solu te rights, saying that help for those 
who lack basic needs mu st come first. 
The thou ghtless person will condemn this 
as a foreign ideology, an u ndermining of the 
principles of free enterprise and individ­ 
u al liberty as we have cu ltivated them 
in this nation. 


And their displeasu re will be height­ 
ened by the Pope’s rejection of u nlimited 
capitalism as a “woefu l system’’ that sees 
profit as the key to economic progress. 
Perhaps the final blow in the minds of 
skeptics will be the Pope’s su ggestion that 
more taxes be pu t on the wealthy to help 
meet the cost of aid programs for the 
poor, for better regu lation of international 
trade and for expropriation of estates if 
the way they are ru n blocks a cou ntry’s 
general prosperity. Some of the latter state­ 
ment has more meaning in the u nderde­ 
veloped nations of the world than in the 
United States and this shou ld be u nder­ 
stood. At the same time, the operation of 
estates in conflict with the general pros­ 
perity of a nation is not withou t local mean­ 
ing. 


Pu t another way, this m atter of es­ 
tates might be viewed as an excessive 
concentration of wealth and no nation can 
afford to be totally obliviou s to this prob­ 
lem, In what he said, did the Pope reaUy 
attack democracy, capitalism, the free en­ 
terprise system or any su ch similar con­ 
cepts? 
He, of cou rse, did not. What he pointed 
ou t was the well known tru th that a state 
of perfection in any regard has not yet 
been reached by any society. Ou r govern­ 
ment, economic system and social order 
we believe to be advanced over the rest 
of the world bu t do we really u nderstand 
them and do we consider them flawless 
as they now exist? 
Do we u nderstand that their interests 
are best served by the diminu tion of ou t­ 
side threats, threats 
from the fru strations 
of 
societies 
saddled 
with social and eco­ 
nomic disparities that 
take a heavy toll of their hu man ponten- 
tialities? Do we fu lly u nderstand that de­ 
mocracy and the free enterprise system 
inclu de a fu ndamental concept of general 
welfare and well being? For one man to 
su cceed in ou r economic system requ ires 
at least a degree of su ccess on the part 
of hu ndreds or thou sands of others. No one 
can make a profit on a penniless popu la­ 
tion. 
On a wider scale we can see the ex­ 
tension of this tru th to the continents and 
nations of the world and its easy compati­ 
bility with the moral theology that con­ 
cerns the Pope. We are asked to give u p 
or change nothing that we hold dear, bu t 
rather, to seek its entrenchment throu gh 
a logical application of its obviou s realities 
to an ever widening circle of influ ence. 
Only in vain will w^e seek calm waters in

who will thu s be deprived of an edu cation. 
A week of drou ght may do damage in the 
millions bu t it al.so means that someone will 
be u nable to make the mortgage payment.

Aplastic anemia is not con­ 
tagiou s. Neither is it in any 
sense similar to cancer or 
leu kemia. It is the conse­ 
qu ence of the bone marrow 
being u nable to produ ce ade­ 
qu ate nu mbers of red cells 
and being u nable to respond 
to stimu lation as from B-12 
or folic acid.

There are other reasons, 
sometimes more u rgent, for 
seeing that a cowl or other 
vent is open, or the windows 
rolled down a bit. It is a 
safegu ard against a leaky 
exhau st which can fill a car 
with a dangerou s amou nt of 
carbon monoxide b e f o r e 
you know it. 
It also prevents icing of 
windows and windshield, or 
fogging which can occu r in 
hu mid weather.

It will not cripple you r 
mother, bu t it will continu e 
to be painfu l and make her 
hobble arou nd, and it is not 
u ncommon for the pain to be 
intensified by the formation 
of callu s or even an u lcer at 
the tip of the toe. 
Wearing shoes that are 
long enou gh, together with 
splinting the toe to draw it

to

position,

too long, this may not work, 
and su rgery may be neces­ 
sary.

Sou th Vietnam’s statu s as 
a “nation” is rather debat­ 
able. It is the recent produ ct 
of a partition of the Vietnam­ 
ese n a t i o n — a partition 
which was originally su p­ 
posed to be temporary bu t 
w h i c h became permanent 
when we encou raged the ru l­ 
ers of Sou th Vietnam to vio­ 
late the Geneva Agreements 
of 1954. Ou r position in Sou th 
Vietnam is abou t as legiti­ 
mate as wou ld have been the 
position of Great Britain in 
1861, if the British had first 
recognized the Confederacy 
and then sent an expedition­ 
ary force over here to pro­ 
tect the Sou th against north­ 
ern aggression.

Life Begins At 40: 
Poorhouse 
Poem Had 
Big Impact 


By ROBKRT PETERSON 
Most people have never 
heard of Will M. Carleton. 
Yet half a century ago this 
M i c h i g a n farm poet’s, 
“ Over the HiU to the Poor- 
house,” stirred the nation. 
It not only awakened so­ 
ciety to the tragedies and 
inhumanities 
f a c e d by 
countless older people of the 
time, but helped create pub­ 
lic demand for a Social Se­ 
curity program. It is not 
exaggerating to say that 
this moving poem did as 
much for old age as Harriet 
Beecher Stowe’s “ U n c l e 
Tom’s Cabin” did for slav­ 
ery . 
It’s a lengthy, rambling 
poem-~21 verses, in fact— 
in which an elderly woman 
reminisces in p o i g n a n t 
rhyme about her carefree 
childhood, her happy mar­ 
riage and the joys of moth­ 
erhood. 
She recalls how she and 
her h u s b a n d loved and 
pampered their six children 
who, one by one. married 
and left home. The years 
passed and then t r a g e d y 
struck when her husband 
died and she was left with­ 
out a home and funds and 
had to turn to her children. 
Despite its vintage and 
corny phrasing the poem 
still tugs at one’s emotions 
as we read how the mother 
went to her children and 
told of her plight, only to be 
greeted with thin excuses as 
to why they could not cane 
for her. She was shifted 
from one to another until 
the children, “ finally went 
to the poormaster and put 
me on the town.” 
The sad climax goes, 
“ Over the hill to the poor- 
house — my child’rn dear, 
goodbye. Many a night I’ve 
watched you when only God 
was nigh; and God’ll judge 
between us; but I will al­ 
ways pray. That you shall 
never suffer the half 1 do 
today.” 
That’s the way it was in 
the old days. But, fortun­ 
ately. that’s all history now. 
Elders without means to­ 
day can receive Old Age 
Assistance under the Social 
Security .Act, which permits 
basic needs to be met with­ 
out having to throw them­ 
selves on the mercy of their 
children or face the indigni­ 
ties of the poorhouse. 
After mentioning t h i s 
poem in a recent column, 
I received a letter from 
Mary Carr of Los Angeles 
who said, “ Maybe you were 
too young to see the pic­ 
ture, but I played the moth­ 
er in the film, “ Over the 
Hill 
to 
the 
Poorhouse” 
w hich was made in 1920. 
“ The picture was made 
when the late William Fox 
happened to visit a vaude­ 
ville house where an elo­ 
quent actor of the day re­ 
cited the poem as part of 
his act. Mr. Fox was so 
moved by the poem and Its 
electrifying effect on the 
audience that he hired writ­ 
ers to prepare a screen 
play and then produced the 
movie which proved very 
popular despite the public’s 
avowed 
preference 
those 
days for vamps and Pearl 
White thrillers.

town — states that the pub­

Led Effort 
Sen. Lester Harsh of Bart- 
ley spearheaded the success­ 
ful effort to reduce the sales 
tax rate in 1969, suggesting 
that the action would be a sig­ 
nal to taxpayers that the Leg­ 
islature is interested in econo­ 
my. 
Reduction of the rate would 
nearly coincide with conven­ 
ing of the 1969 Legislature, 
which would still be free to 
act on the sales tax rate in 
the light of new conditions.

M a r v e l ,

agreed th at m ost of the defi­

consulting firm of Peat, M ar­ 
wick, M itchell & Co. 
Rogers w a s appointed to 
the post in late February, 
succeeding W illard Townsend 
who headed the new depart­ 
m ent d u r i n g its first 18 
months.

Labor Unit Approves Full-Crew Train Law 


Tire L egislature’s L a b o r 
Com m ittee gave 4-2 blessing 
W ednesday to a bill wiiich 
w’ould have the effect of re­ 
instating a full-crew train law 
repealed by the 19 65 Legis­ 
lature. 
The a d v a n c i n g vote on 
LB738 followed a public hear­ 
ing d u r i n g which railroad 
u n i o n s supported the bill, 
chiefly as a safety m easure, 
while the railroads opposed it 
as “ an unnecessary law and 
an unnecessary financial bur­ 
den on railroads.” 
Jam es Wilcox of Om aha, a 
Union Pacific R ailroad law­ 
yer speaking for all railroads 
operating in N ebraska, said 
LR738 asks the railroad to “ go 
back to 19 09 ” and re-enact an 
“ excess crew law .” The in­ 
tent, he said, is to force rail­ 
roads to rehire firem en who 
w ere dropped under the legis­ 
lation enacted two years ago. 
The 19 65 legislation perm it­ 
ting railroads to elim inate the 
firem an on f r e i g h t trains 
sparked some of th^ livelier 
debates of that session. The 
bill was passed with the bare 
m i n i m u m of 25 affirm ing 
votes. Sen. Stan M atzke of 
M ilford led the fight for the 
bill. 
The current LB738, chiefly 
sponsored by Sen. W illiam R. 
Skarda Jr. of O m aha, would 
require freight trains opera­ 
tion outside yard lim its in Ne- 


b rask a to be m anned by a 
crew consisting of one engi­ 
neer, one firem an, one con­ 
ductor and two brakem en, ex­ 
cept that m ain line freights 
running 100 miles or m ore 
would need three brakem en 
ra th e r than two. 
Light engines would need a 
crew’ consisting of one engi­ 
neer, one firem an and one 
conductor. 
Supporting testim ony f o r 
LB738 cam e from Dale E. 
McCoy of Om aha, represent­ 
ing the N ebraska Legislative 
Board of the Brotherhood of 
Railway T rainm en; M. J. Mc­ 
Neil of Lincoln, representing 
the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive F irem en and Enginem en; 
C. R. Kuehn of Lincoln, repre­ 
senting the O rder of R ailroad 
Conductors a n d B rakem en, 
and R ichard Nisley of Om a­ 
ha, president of the 
s t a t e 
AFL-CIO. 
Supporting w itnesses cited 
figures to prove th at acci­ 
dents have increased since 
train 
crew s 
were 
reduced. 
Wilcox cited accident figures 
to establish t h a t accidents 
have not occurred which are 
attributable

crew s. Ironically, both sides 
claim ed to 
h a v e obtained 
their ifgures from the Inter­ 
state Com m erce Commission. 
In other action, the Labor 
Com mittee killed 4-1 a pre­ 
viously - h e a r d bill, LB627, 


which would have set m ini­ 
m um qualifications for ra il­ 
road engineers. 


The bill had been supported 
at a recent public hearing by 
the s a m e railroad unions 
which W ednesday supported 
LB738, but w as opposed by 
the Brotherhood of Locomo­ 
tive 
E ngineers.

union said the m easure repre­ 
sented a “ jurisdictional inva­ 
sion.” 


Amended and reported out 
6-0 was 
LB523, 
authorizing 
payroll deductions for govern­ 
m ental employes for partici­ 
pation in em ploye organiza­ 
tion, credit union, charity or 
public w elfare plans. 


July 1, and a com plete dou­ 
ble-entry, accrual system will 
be working a year later.

M arvel expressed his per­ 
sonal confidence in R oger’s 
ability to straighten out “ w hat 
has been a m ess—a big fat 
m ess.”

Congress h a s 
gone beyond the boundary of 
federal authority and tres­ 
passed on powers reserved 
for the states, violating the 
10th and 11th Amendments. 
“ If this law is allowed to 
stand,” Burch said,

and hours for the Baltimore 
city police and fire depart­ 
ments.”
